The governors action

VIEW FROM A FALLEN TREE 

"How can you shoot Bambi?" I have been asked that 
question more than once by peopie whose relationship 
with nature has become so attenuated that they enter it 
Oaly as tourists. They are also people who have never had 
their profits, and perhaps a substantial part of their over- 
head, eaten up by herds of deer. 

My eldest nephew, Grant, has been my hunting buddy 
tiace he turned 12. That year was the first deer season for 
both of us. We picked as poor a place as could be chosen, 
one where our visibility was excelient. The trouble was 
that we were equally visible to the deer. 

As we prepared for this deer firearm season we thought 
about beiter spots. A large oak had fallen when Hurricane 
Floyd blew through, creating a sheltered spot with excel- 
leat , but with minimal exposure to the deer. I 


tucked in the corner of the fallen oak. Grant took his posed 


ag in the wash on the other side of the farm where a 
hunter has had good luck. 

Seated on the old milk crates which Grant and I use, I 
wondered if we were just wasting our time. My head was 
filled with that half hour before sunrise. { 
rested my head in my hands. I looked up. There before 
me I saw what looked like a deer. 

Remembering the films we watched in the hunter safety 
I chided "It’s amazing how much a clump

always wondered why anybody needed 
a deer. I reckoned once the deer

I shot again, and missed 
there, staring at me, no doubt, with 
d the shotgun again. This time I moved 
in hope of getting off a better shot. That 
movement was all the buck needed. Certain of my loca- 
tion, he bounded away, the other two deer following him, 
all with their white tails high in defiance. 

It wasn’t yet 7 o'clock, but my hunting was over for the 
day, and I knew it. Grant and I had agreed to stay out un- 
til 9 o'clock. Those were two lar hours. 

The previous week had been gray with fog and drizzle. 

t before we had a real rain of one and three- 
tenths es. Saturday morning I watched the clouds 
break up. There was blue sky enough, to quote my Great 
Grandma Stahi, to make a Dutchman's pants. Then the 
sun came out. 

Ail the while, the squirrels were chattering in the woods 
to my right. The red-tail hawk gave his shrill shriek. A 
kestrel hunted in front of me. The red tail fox I had seen 
earlier returned, and strode boldly in front of me. A cot- 
toniail rabbit grazed on the border between field and for- 
est. Doves whistled by. Flocks of ducks and geese crossed 
as a making their way from night's bedding to day's 

I met Grant at the appointed time. He had seen the 
deer — and more of them -— before I had. Two bucks 
made their way directly in front of him. He had raised his 
gun, aimed, squeezed the trigger, but the trigger wouldn't 
be squeezed because he hada’t quite closed the bolt. 
Wher he reached up to close it, thai tiny click had greater 
effect on the deer than my shot had had. That was his one 
opportunity, and for thai day it was gone. 

Though each of us had flubbed our shots, Grart was as 
excited and pleased as I was. We had experienced that 
thrilling moment when the deer was there, and it was all 
up to us. On that day our failure hardly mattered. 

Grant and I had enjoyed the precious camaraderie of 
uncle and nephew, of men sharing an experience of the 
wild, even in our very own backyards.

SHA officials Crozier 
and Pau! Maloney, the Oak- 
land bypass project manag- 
er, both said that their 
initial feeling was that no 
such conflicts would come 
from the hybrid proposal 
that would lead to major 
problems, although more 
in-depth study is required. 
The SHA wili “strongly con- 
sider" developing a fuil- 
fledged pian for the hybrid, 
Maloney added, depending 
on the final results of citi- 
zen input. Mayor McCain 
added that he wasn’t aware 
of any potential problems 
as of yet that would lead 
him not to support the hy- 
brid, and that he would be 
asking the Oakland Town 
Council for their input in 
the near future. 

In regard to design spe- 
cifics along the various al- 
ternate routes, McCain 
pointed to a propesal raised 
by Oakland attorney Craig 
Ingram as an “idea with 
merit," in his opinion.

Driving Brochure 
Available From 
Alzheimer’s Group 


Several recent stories — 
including ones about a 
missing Pennsylvania man 
found in down-own Cum- 
berland and the gentleman 
who arrived at BWI Airport 
and was found two days lat- 
er in Virginia — serve as 
reminders that when a per- 
son has Alzheimer’s disease 
driving can pose a serious 
problem. Approximately 
80,000 people in Maryland, 
including an estimated 500 
in Garrett County, have 
Alzheimer’s disease. One of 
the most difficult issues 
facing families when a 
member has a memory loss 
problem, or Alzheimer’s 
disease, can be determining 
when it’s time to stop the 
person from driving — and 
how to get that person to 
stop. 
The Western Maryland 
Chapter of the Alzheimer’s 
Association, in cooperation 
with other Maryland chap- 


(MVA), has a tool that 
help. “Is it Hee To Stop 
Driving?" is a new brochure 
that outlines step by step 
the issues that may arise as 
well as the steps families 
and physicians can take. 

"Is it Time To Stop Driv- 
ing?" outlines the impact 
Alzheimer’s has on driving, 
including the inability to 
recognize cues such as stop 
signs and traffic lights, and 
‘disorientation related to 
time or place. It also sug- 
gests symptoms that may of- 
fer the family clues that 
driving is a problem. These 
include getting lost while 
driving in a familiar loca- 
tion, taking longer than us- 
ual to get to and from fa- 
miliar places when driving 
alone, denying being lost, 
involvement in fender bend- 
ers, and other close calls. 

"Driving in our society is 
often the ultimate symbol 
of independence, and for 
older couples in which the 
husband or wife is the only 
primary driver, the inability 
to drive can drastically af- 
fect both lives,” said Bar- 
bara Pilgram, executive di- 
rector of the Alzheimer’s 
Association, Western Mary- 
land Chapter. "Yet allowing 
& person to continue driving 
can be a hazard to the driv- 
er, passengers, and the pub- 
lic at large. Unfortunately, 
an individual’s ability to 
drive can change from day 
to day when Alzheimer’s 
strikes, and a driver who 
seems able to cope one day 
may be impaired the next.” 

The brochure outlines 
steps that a family can take 
to the person from 
driving. It also has sugges- 
tions for physicians, who 
can play an important role 
in identifying problems and 
“prescribing” that the person 
stop driving. It also outlines 
how families and physicians 
can work with the MVA, in- 
cluding how to contact 
MVA about a dementia-re- 
lated driving problem. The 
brochure notes that either 
the family or a physician 
can notify the MVA Medi- 
cal Advisory Board and that 
letters are kept in confi- 
dence.

nary figures released by the 
Department of Natural Re 
sources, Garrett County's 
opening day harvest oi 
1,167 deer marked a 1.74 
percent increase over last 
year’s opening day figure 

Statewide preliminary 
figures indicate that overall, 
Maryland’s opening day 
harvest tally experienced a 
slight decrease, from 16,449 
in 1998 to 16,181 this year. 
Tae final total for the en- 
tire 1999 two-week season 
is anticipated to be similar 
to last year’s total of 39,373 
deer. 

The six counties with the 
highest preliminary openi 
day deer totals (along wit 
their percentage increase 
over 1998’s opening day) 
are: Washingion — 1,608, 
up 10.82 percent; Frederick 
— 1,496, down 11.01 per- 
cent; Allegany — 1,480, up 
17.09 percent; Carroll —

Maryland received high 
marks from a national non 
profit economic develop 
ment research and policy 
group last week for its 
technology resources and 
"high entrepreneurial ener 
gies.” Maryland was one of 
only 10 states to receive A's 
in two major Calegories 
business vitality and devel 


opment capacity up [rom 
average grades two years 
ago. 

The “report card” from 
the Corporation for Enter- 
prise Development (CFED) 
compares state economies, 
assigning states grades from 
A to F in performance, 
business vitality, and devel- 
opment capacity. In each 
category, Maryland either 
met or exceeded national 
standards. 

"It is clear that Maryland 
has sharpened its competi- 
tive edge and is one of the 
top technology hubs in the 
country,” said Governor 
Parris N. Glendening. "To 
compete in this knowledge- 
based economy, we are 
making historic investments 
in job training and educa- 
tion at all levels. Overall, 
Maryland's business climate 
is thriving because the 
economy is booming, unem- 
ployment is at an all-time 
low and the state is one of 
the strongest in the nation 
in job creation." 

Maryland maintained the 
lowest percentage of busi- 
ness closings, the highest 
increase in the creation of 
new companies, and is 
among the largest technolo- 
gy sectors. Additionally, the 
state is a leader in college 
attainment and access to 
health care, according to 
the report card.

MOS Offering 
Scholarships For 


Bird Enthusiasts 


Teachers, park rangers, 
camp counselors, and others 
who work with youth may 
want to compete for sum- 
mer ecology or ornithology 
scholarships offered by the 
Maryland Ornithological 
Society (MOS). Applica- 
tions are now being accept- 
ed and must be submitted 
by January 31, 2000. 

Norm Saunders, MOS 
president, urged those who 
work with youth to apply 
for a scholarship that could 
send them to National Au- 
dubon Society camps or 
workshops in Maine, Con- 
necticut, or Wyoming. 
"MOS has received many 
letters from former recipi- 
ents about their valuable 
experiences at these sum- 
mer workshops. If you work 
with youth nature educa- 
tion, you will not want to 
miss Out on this opportunity 
to learn more about ecolo- 
gy, conservation, and natu- 
ral history through field 
study and _ instruction,” 
Saunders said. The MOS 
grants cover the cost of 
tuition, room, and board for 
an intensive six to seven 
days of study. Up to 10 
ecology and ornithology 
scholarships are expected to 
be awarded in 2000, with 
the value of each ranging 
from $600 to $800. 

Applicants must be at 
least 18 years of age and 
work with young peopie in 
nature education. Although 
they need not be members 
of MOS, applicants must be 
endorsed by a member or 
chapter. Each candidate 
must provide a written 
statement about how the 
camp experience will help 
develop in young people an 
appreciation of wild heri- 
tage and a sense of respon- 
sibility for the care and 
quality of natural resources. 
Applications must also in- 
clude two or more letiers of 
recommendation from peo- 
ple who know the candi- 
date’s interests and activi- 
ties. One of these should be 
from a member or chapter 
of MOS. These should cite 
specific activities, accom- 
plishments, or projects in 
which the applicant is in- 
volved, in addition to per- 
sonal qualities. Candidates 
are also encouraged to sub- 
mit a current résumé. 

MOS, the premier orni- 
thological organization in 
Maryland, has sent many 
youth leaders to these ses- 
sions over the last several 
years. Recipients of the 
1999 MOS | scholarships 
came from Anne Arundel, 
Baltimore, Calvert, Charles, 
Garrett, Harford, Mont- 
gomery, and Talbot coun- 
ties.

Milk Prices May Continue to Fall 
The October Basic Formula Price (BFP) dropped from 
September’s $16.26 to $11.49, a fall of $4.77. The BFP will 


continue to 


in the months ahead. BFP futures (as of 


November 5) settled at $10.50 for November and $11.28 
for December. Ken Beiley, Penn State dairy marketing 
specialist, has developed a new BFP modei for forecasting 
the BFP. The model assumes that cheese prices will 
remain at very low levels between now and May 2900 (in 
the $1.16 to $1.20 per pound range). Using this new 
model, he forecasts a November BFP of $10.50 and a 
December BFP of $10.72. He forecasts the average BFP 
in 2000 to be $12.05, which is identical to the 1997 BFP. 

This pessimistic outlook for the BFP is due to recent 
events in the cheese market. Milk production and cow 
numbers are at very high leveis, resulting in strong growth

Pagenhardt wrote that 
the employer contribution 
rate for nnel under 
the LEOPS for fiscal year 
2000 is 22.96%, compared 
to 5.91% in the current 
system that was budgeted 
for this period. Additional 
employer contribution fund- 
ing required to convert to 
the LEOPS retirement 
program based on current 
salaries is as follows: This 
year’s salaries for the sher- 
iff's office is $500,310. The 
FY 2000 pension system 
budgeted percentage for the 
county equals $29,568.: If 
the officers were included 
in LEOPS, that system’s 
percentage, based on 
$500,310, would be 
$113,153, equaling an in- 
crease of $83,585 in locai 
funds. 

Pagenhardt stated that 
the additional expenditure 
for this pension program is 
uot budgeted for FY 2000, 
but that the commissioners 
will be reviewing this retire- 
ment option as part of the 
budget process for FY 2001. 
He also noted that the 
Maryland State Pension 
System can complete an 
actuarial study that will 
better define what locai 
costs might be. The study 
itself will cost $4,603, which 
is also an unbudgeted ex- 
penditure for this fiscal 
period. The conversion 
from the current sion 
program to the LEOPS will 
have a one-time cost that 
will be determined after the 
study is completed, Pagen- 
hardt said, and the cominis- 
sioners have indicated they 
will need to know this 
amount before any official 
action. 

Some time ago, the sher- 
iff's office also conveyed to 
the commissioners that the 
salaries of the local law 
enforcement employees is 
significantly lower than 
other Maryland counties 
with similar budgets. The 
officers provided a compar- 
ative list of these salary 
differences, indicating that 
Garrett's officers are the 
lowest paid in the sate.

Governor Parris N. Glen 
dening announced Tuesday 
that the first of four recipi 
ents of the state’s new One 
Maryland program funding 
will be Garrett County. The 

ounty will receive $3 mil 
lion over two years to con 
struct a $0,000-square-foot 
facility in the Northern 
Garrett Industrial Park 

James Hinebaugh, direc- 
tor of the Garrett County 
Office of Economic Devel- 
opment, said he has been 
expecting this announce for 
some time, as his office and 
other county entities have 
worked for this allotment 
for months. 

"We're very pleased 
about this, of course," Hine- 
baugh said. "This is a big 
step for us. We'll be getting 
something we really need at 
no cost to the county. It’s 
hard to get comp to 
come look at us when we 
don’t have a facility to show 
them. Now we will have a 
place where business people 
can possibly establish them- 
selves and hire locally.” 

Hinebaugh said the One 
Maryland program provides 
this funding for the con- 
struction of the building, 
which will be handled by an 
entity such as the Garrett 
County Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation, The 
corporation will build the 
facility and then lease it to 
new companies. The $3 
million will gradually be re- 
turned to the state through 
the profits of the lease

"Between 1993 and 1999 
we have seen some very 
significant growth.

Potomac Council, and the 
Reverend Roger A. Harri- 
son. Each discussed a dif- 
ferent aspect of the Eagle 
rank, its significance, the 
effort required to earn it,

The speakers collectively 
praised the 16-year-old Ha- 
zelwood for earning the 
rank attained by only one in 
50 Scouts.

Troop leaders and Scouts

volunteering for up to a full 
day of rigorous labor. In all, 
nearly a dozen adults and 
Scouts participated, without 


whom the project could not 
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have been completed, ac- 
cording to Hazelwood. 
Following this collective 
endeavor, Hazelwood re- 
searched the history of the 
cemetery and the genealogy 
of the families whose kin 
are buried there. He filed a 
written report, illustrated by 
photographs, about the pro- 
ject, as part of the Eagle 
requirements.

Inches of snow in Garrettspeak is measured on a sliding 
scale of sorts.

Other phrases we quickly learned to translate were 
“snow flurry,” i.e., 4-6 inches snow fall; “snow shower,” i.e., 
6-10 inches snow fall; "snow," i.e., 12-18 inches, and "heavy 
snow," i.e., get out of town, 

At the other end of the thermostat there are some 
translations needed as well. These have to do with what 
constitutes a hot day. As a native of Washington, D.C., 
who lived in the Baltimore area prior to my escape to 
Garrett County, my experience of hot weather verged ou 


the tropical — like 95 degrees and up, with humidity , 


around 110 percent. It is the kind of heat that clings to 
you like Saran wrap. 

I have experienced hot days in Garrett County. I think 
there were four of them in 1994. 1 knew my co-worker 
Donna Aspinall had been totally absorbed into the culture 
and had adopted Garrettspeak as her first language one 
mild summer morning when she greeted me at the office. 
I was wearing a cotton shirt and light-weight cotton slacks. 
"Aren't you going to be warm today? It’s going to be real- 
ly hot,” she said. "Donna, it is only going to be about 76 
degrees today. Have you forgotten your roots in the sub- 
urbs of D.C.?" I asked. 

Maybe it’s the strong desire to be a part of this special 
place that makes the adjustment very smooth and swift, 
but picking up Garrettspeak just seemed to come naturally 
for Eddie and me. And we both hope we have a snow 
shower on Christmas eve.

AUTUMN AND ADVENT 
People older than 1 -— 44 — tell me that the 
der one gets, the faster time passes. For better or worse, 
ave not yet had that experience. A day will sometimes 
pass quickly, but the weeks are ages and the months 
sometimes pass as time out of memory. 

There lingers in the back of my mind that a few scant 
months ago I wrote about the beginning of autumn and all 
the work I hoped to accomplish around my place. Some 
of that work actually got done, and much of it didn’t. 
Spring must come before the paintbrush will be employed 
in the out-of-doors again, though there is still plenty of 
use for it indoors. 

Autumn is all but officially over, and it has felt over for 
some time now. Autumn, which began in the lush green 
of September rains, has since yielded to the variegated 
wonders of October and now, in turn, to the spectrum of 
greys, browns, and the dull remnants of green. Eaough of 
the child still lives within me to yearn for that blanket of 
whiteness which shall cover every blemish with beauty. 

A few noteworthy and long-term improvements were 
put in place since that bright, optimistic column of a few 
months ago. Both the electrician and the plumber have 
been here. This house, begun before 1825, now for the 
first time in its history has central heating in every section. 

I say "section" and not "room" because there are still 
some small rooms without a radiator, but they are adja- 
cent to one. I sleep in one of those rooms, and I can feel 
the warmth working toward me when I get up in the 
morning, a new experience. 

The work of the electricians has been less visible. There 
are more outlets to be sure, bui they mostly upgraded the 
old service. Except for one overhead light switch, the 
house now is completely re-wired. That isn’t glamorous at 
all, but it is important. 

The autumn has also been a wonderful time of putting 
food by. Through the summer, quarts and pint jars began 
to fill the shelves of the pantry. Through the autumn there 
have been dry beans to harvest. Winter squash to bring in. 
On the eve of the first really big freeze, I was out in the 
garden at twilight pulling up turnips like crazy. 

The autumn has been pre-eminently about apples. 
There are apples for fresh eating, for sauce, for cider. The 
pulp for the cider I use to make jelly, vinegar, and a bev- 
erage lighter than cider called ciderkin. There are bushels 
of fresh apples in storage which will last me most of the 
winter. Jelly, sauce, and vinegar will last longer still, cider 
and ciderkin longest of all. 

I have yet to raise a successful cabbage crop, so I 
bought six heads of cabbage from a farmer the other day 
(all six for $2, about the price of a packet of seed). The 
heads weighed six to eight pounds each. | made four gal- 
lons of kraut, gave a head each to my mother and grand- 
mother, and have one in the cellar waiting for another 
day 

As autumn was showing sure signs of ending, Advent 
began, straddling the final seasons of the year. Though 
barely begun, Advent is three-quarters over. Somehow in 
all the —— of bringing autumn to a close, I managed 
to cut a Christmas tree, and with the help of nephew 
Grant, set it up. Most of my Christmas presents are in the 
closet. Some of them are even wrapped. 

I am letting go of what remains of autuma. I am giving 
myseli night and day to Advent. The Christmas pudding 
has been aging since last Christmas. The homemade 
mince meat also sits in jars in the pantry. There is scrub- 
bing and vacuuming and shopping and wrapping and 
cooking enough to keep me busy until Christmas day, nine 
days hence 

By then autumn shall have become another distant 
memory. Even the preparations of Advent shall have been 
peeled away. That peculiar admixture of peace and fury

The governor specified 
that the state’s premier can- 
cer research institutes at 

Johns Hopkins and the Uni 
i versity of Maryland Medical 
System will each receive 
$150 million ($15 million 
annually) for cancer treat 
ay ment, prevention, educa- 


tion, and research. The Un- 
iversity of Maryland Medi- 
cal System will invest some 
of the funds in its innova- 
tive Telemedicine and Can- 
cer Network Initiative, 
which will link cancer re- 
searchers at the institute 
with patienis and physicians 
across the state, and give 
rural patients greatly en- 
hanced access to state-of- 
the-art cancer care. Johns 
Hopkins will devote some 
of its funding to strengthen- 
ing its partnership with Su- 
burban Hospital in Mont- 
gomery County. 

The governor stated that 
the remaining $200 million 
($20 million annually) will 

| be dedicated to fostering

In addition to fighting 
gancer, the governor 4n- 
nounced that the state was 
investing $300 million ($30 
million annually) from the 
setilement in order to cut 
smoking in half by 2010. 
The state will spend $100 
million ($10 million annual- 

) on an aggressive media 
campaign which aims to 
sharply curtail teen smok- 
ing, and to encourage cur- 
fent smokers to quit. The

@mmended by the Centers 
for Disease Control for dis- 
uraging smoking, includ- 
greater enforcement of 
legal tobacco sales to mi- 
Mors; enhanced access to 
‘Smoking cessation pro- 
grams; and partnerships 
with community-based anti- 
smoking groups.

Finally, the governor de- 
tailed the state’s $78 million 
($7.8 million annually) com- 
mitment to help tobacco 
farmers convert to life-sus- 
taining crops. The state will 
help farmers purchase new 
equipment and add irriga- 
tion systems that are need- 
ed to support crops other 
than tobacco. In addition, 
Maryland will purchase 
easements for tobacco- 
farmed land, which will pro- 
vide financial support to 
farmers and permanently 
end tobacco production at 
those farms. The governor 
said that purchasing the 
easements will have the 
added benefit of furthering 
Maryland’s aggressive ef- 
forts to save farmland from 
development and sprawl.

Background Scripture: 
Matthew | 
John 1:i-14 

Matthew tells us that Joseph, 
the carpenter of Nazareth, when 
he learned that Mary, his 
betrothed, was pregnant, “being 
a just man and unwilling to put 
her to shame, resolved to divorce 
her quietly.” (The divorce would 
have been from betrothal,’ not 
*marriage’). But in a dream, Jo- 
seph was warned by an angel: 
“...do not fear to take Mary your 
wife, for that which is conceived 
in her is of the Holy Spirit; she 
wil! bear a son, and you shal! call 
his name Jesus, for he will save 
his people from their sins.” So, 
when Joseph awoke from his 
dream “he did as the angel of 
the Lord commanded him.” 
I think not enough is made over 
Joseph in doing this. He truly was 
magnanimous and obedient to the 
Lord. Some old legends have 
inferred that Joseph didn't accept 
this turn of events quite as 
passively as Matthew would have 
us believe. The “Cherry Tree 
Carol,” which probably dates 
back to Medieval times, tells a 
story that is both humorous and 
poignant. The carol says that 
Joseph was an old man when be 
wedded Mary. One day, Joseph 
and the pregnant Mary were 
walking through a garden arid 
Mary spotted a cherry tree. 
Instantly craving the cherries, 
Mary asked Joseph to get her 
some and this ensues: 

O then bespoke Joseph, 
With answer most unkind, 
‘Let him pluck thee a cherry 
That brought thee now with 


child. 

O then bespoke the baby 
Within his mother’s womb— 
‘Bow down then the tallest tree 
For my mother to have some.’

ridiculed, Mary disqualified and 
her child would be the object of. 
derision. The miracle of the: 
Nativity story is that in this’ 
all-too-huinan milieu, God 
caused a child to be born to “save ’ 
his people from their sins.” In this 
most improbable setting, God: 
fulfilled what the prophets had 
looked for: “Behold, a virgin shall 
conceive and bear a son, and his 
name shall be called Emmanuel”. 
(1:23). 

Whenever we get to thinking 
we really know this story too’ 
well, we need to take another look. 
and see what new message God 
might be imparting to vs in it.

ywn eyes don’t see the big 
picture. “Cropland convert 
ed to urban uses is small 
relative to total cropland, 
and & expected to remam 
so well into the next centu 
ry,” said the USDA report 
Only 28 percent of urban 
development im a recent 10 
year period affected crop 
land. Most of the land, 72 
perceat, came from pasture, 
range, forest and other 
rural land. The cropland 
that is lost is easily made up 
for by huge gains in agricul- 
tural productivity. 

But what about all the 
“citizens” who want to live 
im the country and telecom- 
mute? And what about re- 
tiring baby boomers? Sure- 
ly, their housing require- 
ments will put pressure on 
farmland in the future. 
Again, this notion is deceiv- 
ing. 

American Demographics 
magazine in its November 
edition said Americans of 
all ages have been moving 
back to non-metro rural 
counties over the last de- 
cade, but they are picky 
‘about where they want to 
live.

The best farmland is of 
ten flat, uninteresting and 
located im the Midwes:

harsh. This is not where re 
trees and telecommuters 
want to be. Iu fact, when 
USDA's ERS rapked rura! 
counties by their natura 
amenities, the most altrac 
tive ones were all in th 
West. The rural counties 
that are the least attractive 
for urban migration are al] 
in the Midwest. Maybe 
that’s the way nature want 
ed it. The best farmland 


was given a “natural” pro- 
tection — it’s located in the 
places not featured in trave| 
magazines. 

In time maybe this will 
change. But in the foresee- 
able future, there is no 
threat to America's food 
production from farmland 
conversion. There are plac- 
es of course where farmland 
preservation is a big issue. 
States and local communi- 
ties have taken action to 
preventing urban sprawi 
They'd like to see family 
farms remain. Farmland 
preservation is desirable for 
a number of important rea- 
sons, but maintaining our 
nation’s cropland base is 
not one of them.

The preservation of farmiand in this nation is finally 
coming under the scrutiny of the federal government 
Press releases this week show that the administration is 
seeking to increase funding for voluntary programs to pre 
serve farms in this country that are being pushed and 


squeezed by urban sprawl. Although the Economic Re 
, Search Service branch of the USDA says that this conver 
sion of cropland to urban development does not pose a 
threat to the nation’s ability to produce food, the ERS is 
‘ presuming that large farms in the Midwest can provide all 
the food this country (and much of the world) needs on 
flat, what they call uninteresting, boring topography, 
‘where the millions of Americans who are moving "back to 
the land” don’t want to live. That report quotes American 
Demographics magazine as saying these urbanites of all ag- 
-€s who are moving out to the country are picky. They 
want to live in areas like ours. They like mountains and 
“water. So, should we give up ail our farmland here in the 
“East and out in the West and welcome the masses who 
“are moving from the cities? 
A group called the Southern New England Forest Con- 
-sortium Inc. did a study several years ago to determine 
(putting aside everything elise we'd lose) if financial rea- 
sons alone made residential development unadvisable. 
“That study showed that for every dollar of revenue raised 
‘from the residential sector, those communities spent an 
-average of $1.14 on residential services. However, for eve- 
4y forest, farm, and open space dollar that came in, the 
towns spent an average of 42 cents on public services, 
leaving 58 cents to offset other municipal expenses. This 
study uncovered a pattern throughout southern New Eng. 
land communities, that forest, farm, and open space lands 
more than paid their way. In fact, they helped support res- 
idential services and played an important role in balancing 
‘municipal budgets. This study also concluded that commu- 
mities with large or growing populations experienced great- 
er losses on their residential land than towns with smaller, 
‘more stabie populations. Maybe this is because these ur- 
‘banites moving to the country don’t want to give up any 
of the good things they have im the city — paved roads, 
street lights, water, and sewerage. They want to keep all 
‘of that and gain fresh air, open spaces, and safety for their 
ikids. Who can blame them? 
- The problem is that farmland in this country, anywhere 
in this country, is a finite resource. Farmland changing to 
development has more than doubled nationally in recent 
‘years. One way to slow this process down is through vol- 
untary ag land preservation, a program that has been in 
the works here in Maryland since the mid '70s. Maryland 
Jeads the nation in total farmland acres preserved. Here 
in Garrett County, the program participation level has 
jumped significantly this past year, according to county 
lanning commission director John Nelson. The first farm 
in the county became a preservation district in the early 
80s, and since that time 6,944 acres have been put into ag 
-dand preservation districts. The development rights for half 
‘pf that property, 3,538 acres, has been sold, keeping the 
‘Aland in agriculture for future generations. 
« For farmers, unfortunately, urban sprawl is not the only 
“problem. Farmland would not be sold as readily if farmers 
,were not being forced out of business everyday by eco- 
‘nomic reasons. Yes, the rural economy is unstable, but 
«that instability cannot be replaced by Wal-Mart and scads 
“pf new people moving to the area to shop there. I've al- 
‘ways said that it’s hard to plow up parking lots once 
they've been paved, but I've also said that the people in 
‘this country will have to go hungry before farmers and 
«their problems mean anything to people. Let’s hope that 
+ the coming of the new millennium will make a difference. 
+ That some kind of a balancing act will be successful, al- 
‘Jowing any farmer who wants to continue in the tradition 
tof his ancestors to remain in business making a living for 
«his family while providing food and fiber for this country 
«and the world.

Senate Rejects 
Moratorium On 
Ag Mergers 


Senate rejection last 
month of a measure to put 
a moratorium On mergers in 
agriculture is a real disap- 
pointment for the nation’s 
independent producers but 
not the end of the debate, 
the National Farmers Un- 
ion (NFU) said. 

The measure, offered by 
Sens. Paul Wellstone, 
D-Minn., and Byron Dor- 
gan, D-N.D., would put a 
freeze on large agribusiness 
mergers for 18 months in 
order to give Congress time 
to review and strengthen 
antitrust laws. The measure 
was voted down 27 to 71. 

"We are deeply disap- 
pointed that the Senate 
missed this opportunity to 
take action on this issue," 
said NFU President Leland 
Swenson, who called for a 
moratorium lasi year. "Un- 
precedented consolidation 
in agriculture has steadily 
eroded market competition 
for farmers and ranchers. 
The moratorium would give 
Congress time to take ap- 
propriate action to restore 
competition before the 
damage to the farm and 
rural economy is irrevers- 
ible. We applaud the 27 
senators who had the cour- 
age to step forward and say 
enough is enough. 

"This is not the end, but 
just the beginning of the de- 
bate," said Swenson. "We 
intend to continue to advo- 
cate legislation to address 
concentration and we're 
hopeful Congress will revisit 
the issue when {the mem- 
ve Sage next year.” 

e amendment would 
have put a moratorium on 
mergers and acquisitions 
between firms with annual 
net revenue or assets of 
more than $100 million for 
one party and $10 million 
for the other. NFU stressed 
the legislation provided an 
exemption for small busi- 
nesses seeking a merger out 
of financial difficulty. 

Recent mergers include 
Cargill’s pending acquisition 
of Continental Grain, Mon- 
santo’s purchase of Dekalb 
and pending acquisition of 
Delta Pine & d Co., 
DuPont's purchase of Pio- 
neer Hi-Bred, and a merger 
of farm implement manu- 
facturers New Holland and 
Case. In the pork sector, 
Smithfield has in the last 
year purchased Carroll 
Foods and announced plans 
to buy Murphy Family 
Farms and Tyson’s Pork 
Group.

puter trouble. Companies such as Rhone-Poulene, Du- 
Pont, Monsanto, and Ashland Chemical, to name a few, 
all have said that they will idle some North American 
plant re ep ou the weekend when the calendar turns 
from 1999 to 2000. While the companies feel secure that 
they are Y2K compliant, they made a decision that, where 
prudent, production will temporarily stop. They added 
that they are not going to operate those processes that 
have some of the more highly hazardous materials in 
them. Chemical companies want to avoid not only acci- 
dents but also ruined batches of chemicals if computers 
shut down or if power and other utilities are interrupted. 
Certain chemical processing operations will not operate 
from Friday night until Monday morning “to take extra 
precautions." Many chemical companies normally run at 
least some of their plants around the clock every day of 
the year.

Sweeping Changes Implemented In 
Wake Of Boot Camp Abuse Reports 


The expanding investiga- 
tion into allegations of phy- 
sical abuse at Garrett Coun- 
ty’s Department of Juvenile 
Justice boot camps has re- 
sulted in changes 
in the adudalaivattos of the 
Department of Juvenile Jus- 
tice and the facilities them- 
selves. Governor Parris 
Glendening has removed 
the DJJ from the camps’ 
operations, accepted the 
resignations of Department 
Secretary Gilberto de Jesus 
and three other top agency 
officials, fired a fifth who 
refused to resign, and yes- 
terday appointed a second 
team to strengthen after- 
care supervision of juvenile 
offenders. 

Spawned by a Baltimore 
Sun series, the matter has 
expanded into a Maryland 
State Police criminai inves- 
tigation. "There does appear 
to have been a pattern of 
inappropriate behavior," 
Maj. Tom Bowers, chief of 
state police detectives, told 
the assessment team. Over 
100 juveniles and approxi- 
mately 100 staff members 
have been questioned in the 
course of the investigation, 
according to reports.

"The electric and tele- 
phone utilities have been 
working for several years on 
mediation of the Y2K issue, 
so We are not expecting ma- 
jor disruptions," Frantz said, 
“but I am concerned about 
the potential problems 
created by people overload- 
ing these systems. For in- 
stance, if everyone uses 
their telephone at midnight 
on New Year's Eve just to 
see if it works, there may be 
probiems.” 

Frantz said he is also 
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concerned about people 
using heat and power source- 
es they are not fully familiar 
with, such as kerosene hea- 
ters and generators. 

He, along with State Fire 
Marshal Rocco Gabriele 
and others, suggests that

A VACANT CHAIR 


Once upon a time, there was a queer little lady whom 
God had given to me to help. She had speech impedi 
ment, a hunchback, and numerous physica! and mental ai 
ments. She was one of the lost souls of the world. Despite 
her limitations she often displayed a searing wit and ke« 
insight into the characters of those with whom she inte: 
acted. 

I had tried each year to invite her to have a meal with 


my family between Christmas and New Year. One year ! 
discerned she had nowhere to go for Christmas dinner 
After some probing I discovered that she wanted to have 
Christmas dinner with my family, so | invited her. 

She was a person for whom one invitation was never 
enough, so I called about once a week to re-confirm both 
our welcome of her and her willingness to come. The 
Monday before Christmas when I phoased her she was ob- 


feel well enough to come on Christmas Day. We arranged 
to talk again later in the week to sec if she, felt well 
enough to come. When I got home oa the evening of the 
23rd, was a garbied message on my voice mail. 

The next day I phoned her, and got her answering ma- 
chine. | left a message for her to call back. Later in the 
I phoned again, leaving 2 message that was slightly 
scolding. After ali, this was so typical of her, getting peo- 
le to help her and then when it came time sie would go 
underground until the opportunity was past. Over the next 
iow days I called additional times, and feit rather pro- 
voked with her. She could be so ungrateful. 

The next Monday another of her friends called me to 

that he was worried about her. He wanted to know if 
I had heard from her. He resolved to get a sheriff's depu- 
ty to force entry into the house. He called me later in the 
day to say that they had found our friend several days 
dead, lying on the sofa in her living room. 

I realized that the garbled message I had received were 
probably her last words in this life. Not only had I been 
wuable to understand them, but I had disdained them. The 
next day, much to my surprise, the undertaker called me 
to say she had a pre-arranged, pre-paid funeral, and had 
stipulated that I was to have her seivice. 

Both in learning of her death and then being asked to 
have charge of her funeral, ! was overwhelmed by a series 
of emotions, shame and embarrassment among them. 
There were more surprises in store, one of which was how 
much I missed her. 

While she lived I had always thought of her as someone 
I helped, as one of the burdeas which God had assigned 
to me. Once she was dead I experienced grief and sorrow 
at the loss of someone who had been my friend, someone 
who had been in my corner no matter what, pulling for 
me in all my endeavors, someone whom no event short of 
death could shake loose from the fabric of my life. 

Never again would I pick up the phone to hear her 
querulous voice asking my opinion about some neighbor 
or social worker who had gotten under her skin that week. 
Instead of being relieved of a burden in her death, J was 

rived of a faithful friend of whose support I had been 
oblivious. She had to die for me to rallthat. 

As Christmas draws near, I find pking of tier, 
missing her again. In St. Matthew 25, Jesu tells his fol- 
lowers that they will find him wherever they find a person 
in need. In a sense, the greater the person’s need, the 
more Christlike that person is, or, at least, the greater the 
potential for someone to help Christ by helping that per- 
son. 

By such a standard, the queer little lady who was my 
friend was very Christlike indeed. All the chairs at my ta- 
ble will be filled as my family and I celebrate the feast of 
Christmas. There is a chair in my heart, however, that will 
always be reserved for someone whose value and impor- 
tance in my life I did not realize until she was able to sit 
at my table no more.

Continued from Page A-1 
the task force had found a 
“pattern of abuse” that 


began shortly after the first 
camp opened three years 
ago and that continued into 
this month 

Lt. Governor Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend, who is 
responsible for oversight of 
the juvenile justice system, 
has told reporters that de 
Jesus had directly assured 
her in October that alleged 
abuse at the camps had 
ceased. Her meeting with 
de Jesus had been prompt- 
ed by reporters’ inquiries 
made to her office in Au- 
gust as The Sun was devel- 
oping its series. 

Townsend, who helped 
create the state’s juvenile 
camp system and who said 
she has both visited the 
camps and spoken with 
graduates in the past, said 
she had never seen any evi- 
dence of abuse herself but 
takes the allegations very 
seriously. “I think a lot of 
things went wrong. We've 
got overzealous joyees 
who went drama over- 
board," said Townsend. 

One western Maryland 
camp guard has been termi- 
nated, one has resigned, 
and 10 others have been 
placed on administrative 
duty, reports said. Kenneth 
Donald Craddock, 29, El- 
lerslie, who is awaiting an 
April trial on charges of 
two counts each of second 
degree assault and child 
abuse, was fired in Septem-

Buckling Up 
The Safe Way 


The use of seat belts, 


both lap and shoulder, have 


been shown in many studies 
to effectively reduce the 
degree of injury to persons 
in motor vehicle accidents. 
However, according to 
Foundation for Traffic 
Safety, there is a right way 
to buckle up. 

The lap belt should be 
worn two to four inches 
below the waist line against 
the hips and upper thighs. 
It should fit snugly against 
the hips because the bony 
pelvis is capable of with- 
standing the force of the 
crash. A seatbelt placed 
over the abdomen can 
cause serious or fatal injury 
in a collision. 

The shoulder belt should 
cross the chest diagonally 
with the belt lying against 
the coilar bone, not the 
neck. The shoulder belt 
should be snug in order to 
achieve the maximum 
amount of protection in a 
crash. 

If the lap/shoulder belt is 
properly worn, it will spread 
the force of the impact 
across the strong pelvic and 
collar bones. An improperly

The college intends to hold 
similar informational break- 
fasts with other county rep- 
resentatives in the future, 
he added. 

NRWT Program Update 

Lillian Mitchell, academ- 
ic dean, updated the board 
on one of the college’s sig- 
nature land-based pro- 
grams, Natural Resources 
and Wildlife Technology. In 
distributing a revised curric- 
ulum sheet she noted that 
NRWT is a very rigorous 
program requiring 70 credit 
hours and a number of 
sciences. 

A unique aspect of the 
NRWT program, both 
Mitchell and Herman said, 
is that it is the first selective 
admissions program at 
GCC. Any student can en- 
roll for the first-year certifi- 
cate program, but admission 
into the second year is con- 
tingent upon the perfor- 
mance demonstrated in that 
first year.

Center, where the next step 
will be to develop the com- 
puter repair technician lab. 
Herman said he would like 
to welcome the community 
in an open house event 
when the renovations are 
complete. 

Credit Card Authorizations 

Herman recommended 
that the board adopt a res- 
olution authorizing Kilgus 
and himself to acquire ad- 
ditional MBNA credit card 
accounts as might be need- 
ed. GCC is very conserva- 
tive in the use of credit 
cards, he noted, but the col- 
lege does have to ensure 
that staffers be prepared 
when they need to travel to 
various activities that re- 
quire a significant expendi- 
ture. Herman said that a 
credit card works best in 
this case. 

Sites concurred, saying 
that the issue came up at 
the board’s meeting with 
faculty and staff that there 
were not enough credit 
cards for this purpose. 

The board approved the 
resolution.

Oakland, MLP 
Post Offices 
To Be Altered 


Plans are under way at 
the Oakland Post Office for 
some significant changes in 
the operation of that facil- 
ity, as well as the Mountain 
Lake Park post office. Ac- 
cording to Ken Perrin, post- 
master, the offices are in 
need of much more space 
to operate efficiently. 

Perrin said the plan is to 
open a new facility in Mtn. 
Lake Park, where the sort- 
ing and distribution opera- 
tions will be handled. Cur- 
rently, these operations are 
done at the Oakland office, 
but the space has become 
ibaucyuatc,. 

"We will keep the Oak- 
land facility open as a retail 
unit,” Perrin said. "In other 
words, there will be no no- 
ticeable differences to our 
customers." The lock boxes 
will remain at the Oakland 
office, and customers will 
be able to ship out packag- 
es and purchase postal 
items. 

A new building in Moun- 
tain Lake Park will be con- 
structed, most likely some- 
where along the Rt. 135 
corridor between the two 
towns. Perrin said the car- 
riers will be stationed there. 
Currently, 10 carriers work 
from the Oakland o 
and four dre stationed at 
the Mtn. Lake Park buiid- 
ing. 

The option of building 
onto the present Mtn. Lake 
Park office is not probable, 
Perrin said. That office is 
about 1,800 square feet in 
size, while the new building, 
in order to have adequate 
space, will have to be 
10,000-12,000 square feet. 

Perrin said the time-line 
is tentative, although he 
does foresee the procure- 
ment of a site occurring 
sometime this summer. The 
building design, which he 
said will complement the 
Victorian atmosphere of 
Mountain Lake Park, 
should be completed by fall. 

"I would hope to be 
under construction by the 
thaw of 2001, and perhaps 
in the building by the fall of 
that year,” he said. 

A public hearing on this 
issue was held on Dec. 15,

serious acting talent. Czechoslovakian-born Forman has 
won best director Oscars twice before for One Flew Over 
The Cuckoo's Nest and Amadeus; this thoughtful tribute 
marks another notable credit to his resumé 

The supporting cast includes many actors and 
friends of Kaufman playing themselves, and some play- 
ing each other. For example, Danny DeVito, who worked 
with Andy on the TV show Taxi, does not play himself, 
although virtually the entire cast of Taxi is present (Judd 
Hirsch, Marilu Henner, Christopher Lloyd, Jeff Conaway, 
and Carol Kane). DeVito, however, plays the part of 
agent/producer George Shapiro. Shapiro, meanwhile, is 
also in the film as the owner of a club where Andy 
performed. Similarly, Andy’s writer, Bob Zmuda, is 
played by Paul Giamatti, while Zmuda himself plays a 
stagehand at a taping of the live Fridays television show. 
(Incidentally, DeVito, Shapiro, and Zmuda also are among 
the film’s co-producers ) 

Andy Kaufman was as bizarre a performer as 
they come. Most people who know his work either praise 
him as a genius ahead of his time, or denounce him as an 
arrogant jerk who made fools of his friends and col- 
leagues. At the core of Man On The Moon, written by 
Scott Alexander and Larry Karaszewski, is the notion 
that Kaufman was most amused (and thought everyone 
was most amused) by tension. He would intentionally 
fool people about who he was, never letting on that it was 
all a joke, even starting fistfights with other actors and 
club owners, for the p se of "real theatre.” After his 
break on Taxi, which he apparently considered the 
lowest form of entertainment he ever did, he introduced 
the character of slimy, openly offensive night club singer 
Tony Clifton, for which he wore a wig, a fat suit, and a pair 
of dark sungiasses. Just when peopie started getting the 
jpke that it was Andy under there, he would have Zmuda 
play Tony, and he, Andy, would come on stage at the 
same time, throwing the audience into a stupor. 

Just as Andy was confusing people all the way to 
the bank, he began his infamous inter-gender wrestling 
career. Having grown up a fan of professional wrestling, 
he wanted to create the kind of madhouse he had seen in 
the audiences of matches, but since he couldn’t possibly 
succeed against real wrestlers, he began wrestling women 
from the audiences of talk shows. This led to a bout with 
pro wrestler Jerry Lawler (who plays himselfin the film), 
after which Andy was in the hospital for three weeks. 
Was it real? Was it fake? Was Lawler in on the whole 
thing? Who knows. But if made people crazy, and that’s 
what Andy wanted to do, And even his death from lung 
cancer was bizarre, considering that he wasa health food 
nut who never smoked. In fact, some people think he 
even his own death, simply fooling us all again for 
the sake of the show. Who knows.

For fans of Star Trek, Dean Parisot’s Galaxy 
Quest cannot fail to please. Parisot and his writers, 
Robert Gordon and David Howard, have created a spoof 
of the highest order, full of hilarious characters and 
situations, with plenty of subtle references for those who 
are in the know. And even if you’ve never seen a Gene 
3 Roddenberry creation, it’s still a hoot 
Galaxy Quest not only pokes fun at Star Trek and 
all its foam-rubber-wearing aliens, its bad acting, con 
trived plot elements and flimsy set pieces, it also gives a 


healthy jab to those legions of rabid Trekkie fans whojam { 
into huge arenas dressed in authentic costumes and 
uttering Vulcan salutations, hoping to catch a glimpse of 
one of their idols from the show. In fact, that’s how the 
story begins. Actor Jason Nesmith (Tim Allen), who plays 
Commander Peter Quincy Taggart on the once-popular 
(now canceled) Galaxy Quest TV show, and his band of 
fellow actors are busy signing autographs at such a 
convention. While Jason is flattered by the fans’ admira- 
tion, his supporting cast is not so thrilled, mainly because 
this seems tc be the only work they can get since the 
show’s been canceled. When a strange little man dressed 
as an alien named Mathesar (Enrico Colantoni) asks 
Jason for his counsel in dealing with an alien foe, he 
assumes the little man is simply role-playing and wants 
him and his crew to appear at another gig. 
What Jason and his fellow actors don’t know is 
that Mathesar is a real alien, he’s in real trouble (with a

SAFETY IS PARAMOUNT TO ICE FISHERMEN 

Fishermen venturing out onto recently frozen area 
lakes and ponds should remember that ice is never com- 
piwrery oaac. 

Even if ice is a foot thick in one area on a lake, it can 
be one inch thick just a few yards away. It’s impossible to 
judge the strength of ice by its appearance, thickness, daily 
temperature, or snow cover alone. Ice strength is actually 
dependent on all four factors, plus water depth under the 
ice, the size of the water, and water chemistry, currents, 
and distribution of the load on the ice. 

Wait until there are at least 4 inches of clear, solid ice. 
Thinner ice will support one person, but since ice thick- 
ness can vary considerably, especially at the beginning and 
end of the season, 4 inches will provide a margin of safety. 

Go out with a buddy and keep a good distance apart as 
you walk out. If one of you goes in, the other can call for 
help (it’s amazing how many people carry cellular phones 
these days). The companion can also attempt a rescue if 
one of you is carrying rope or other survival gear. 

Snowmobiles and ATVs need at jeast 5 inches, and cars 
and light trucks need at least 8-12 inches of good clear 
ice. Contact a local resort or bait shop for information 
about known thin ice areas. 

Wear a life jacket. Life vests or float coats provide ex- 
cellent flotation and protection from hypothermia (loss of 
body temperature). Never wear a life jacket if you are 
traveling in an enclosed vehicle, however. It could hamper 
escape in case of a breakthrough. 

Carry a pair of homemade ice picks or even a pair of 
screwdrivers tied together with a few yards of strong cord

GCFRA Offers 
Free Smoke 


Detectors 


The Garrett County Fire 
and Rescue Association 
(GCFRA) has 1,000 resi- 
dential smoke detectors ear- 
marked for distribution to 
county families who pres- 
ently do not have adequate 
warning in the event of 
smoke and/or fire. 

"It is important that eve- 
ry home in Garrett County 
have some means of warn- 
ing in the event of smoke 
or fire,” an association 
spokesperson stated. "Many 
men, women, and children 
die each year needlessly due 
to inadequate or improperly 
functioning detectors. It is 
the goal of the GCFRA 
that such accidents are min- 
imized.” 

The small battery-operat- 
ed detectors, which were ac- 
quired recently through a 
Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency grani, 
must be installed by a rep- 
resentative of a local fire 
department. There is no 
charge for the detectors or 
for installation, but recipi- 
ents must complete a verifi- 
cation form for each detec- 
tor installed, with one de- 
tector allowed for each lev- 
el of living space in the resi- 
dence.

Beyond Monroe's winning per- 
formance, Beyond the Prairie has 
strong, quirky work by Thomas 
and Crouse and a teleplay by 
Stephen Harrigan that firmly 
avoids the occasional sentimen- 
tality of the TV series. Prairie life 
was hard, and this TV movie re- 
flects that harshness, right down 
to some serious marital discord 
between Laura's parents (Crouse, 
in particular, is superb in these 
scenes). 

The trouble is that too many 
events are telescoped into the 90- 
minute (plus commercials) run- 
ning time. After 2 while, the 
calamities start bumping up 
against one another like floats in 
a hellish Tournament of Roses 


In one scene that unintentional- 
ly provokes laughter, Almanzo 
and Laura stand surveying their 
first wheat crop.

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THE SUN In January, sunlight hours each day in 
crease from 9.4 to 9.8 in the latter part of the month.

Sunset times advance about 30 
minutes (from a little before 5 to nearly half past 5) while 
sunrise times continue to be after 7 a.m., but drop back a 
dozen minutes 

THE MOON — January opens with a slender crescent 


moon low in the eastern dawn. January 3 will see a slen- 
der crescent moon near the brilliant planet Venus low in 
the eastern dawn. On January 6 the moon swings from the 
morning to the evening side of the sun. In mid January, 
‘the moon appears half full and passes the planets Jupiter 
‘and Saturn in the southern evening sky. The half-full 
-moon Offers the greatest amount of surface detail visible 
i through binoculars and telescopes. The full moon on Jan- 
;uary 20 will be eclipsed in the late evening, beginning its 
; entry into the Earth’s shadow a little after 10 p.m. The 
;moon will be darkest from 11:05 p.m. to 12:22 a.m. the 
‘next morning. During the eclipse, the light reaching the 
. moon will have come around the edge of the Earth, caus- 
hing the moon to look reddened. In contrast to a solar 
; eclipse, lunar eclipses are safe to observe. Your view of 
} the eclipse is enhanced with binoculars. By the end of Jan- 
: uary, the moon will have shifted to the early morning sky, 
: appearing half full on the 27th. 
} THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planetary 
} neighbors appear as points of light that shine steadily, 
t compared to the flickering stars. As soon as it gets dark, 
‘ look for yellowish Mars, low in the southwest. Dominating 
j the southern evening sky is the very bright planet Jupiter. 
i To the left of Jupiter is the planet Saturn. At dawn the 
; planet Venus is awesome in the east. 
\ JANUARY’S STAR SIGHTS — Orion (say O’Ryan) is 
‘ striking in the southeast in the early evening. Orion's most 
; arresting feature is his belt of three moderately bright 
i stars in a row, equally spaced. Above and to the left of 
| Orion’s belt is the bright star Betelgeuse (say Beetle 
| Juice). To the right of and below the belt is Rigel (say 
| tye-JELL), Orion's brightest star. Orion’s belt points right- 
ward to the 7 Sisters siar cluster, a tiny star mist. Later in 
‘the evening, Orion’s belt points down and left to Sirius 
(sounds like serious), the night’s brightest star. Turn to 
the north and see the Big Dipper appearing to be bal- 
anced on its handle. By dawn, the Earth’s rotation has put 
the spring evening stars on display. High in the south are 
the bright stars Arcturus (golden) and Spica (white blue). 
Low in the southeastern dawn, some of summer’s evening 
star groups are beginning to show.

A three-day supply 
of non-perishable, easy-to- 
prepare food is suggested, 
including high-energy sourc- 
es like peanut butter, crack- 
ers, and granola. 

@First-aid kit: A_ basic 
first-aid kit should include 
band-aids, roller gauze, ste- 
rile dressings, hypoaller- 
genic tape, triangular ban- 
dages, tweezers, scissors, 
moistened towelettes, latex 
gloves, aspirins, syrup of 
ipecac, antacids, laxatives, 
aad anti-diarthea medica- 
tion. 

®Generators: Helpful to 
have on standby, generators 
should never be used in- 
doors.

Explained By FSA 


The Agriculture, Rural 
Development, Food and 
Drug Administration, and 
Related Agencies Appropri- 
ations Act 2000 included 
$1.2 billion for the Crop 
Disaster Program (CDP). 
CDP assistance is for farm- 
ers who suffered losses to 
1999 crops due to natural 


processi 


rHt 
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disasters. 

Farmers are eligible for 
compensation for 1999 crop 
losses directly attributed to 
adverse weather and related 
conditions. 

Eligible crops covered by 
CDP include insured crops, 
which are crops insured by 
either catastrophic (CAT) 
or buy-up (coverage of 50/ 
100 or greater) crop insur- 
ance; uninsured crops, crops 
for which crop insurance 
was available but not taken; 
and noninsurable crops, 
crops for which crop insur- 
ance was not available. 

As a condition of receiv- 
ing benefits under this pro- 
gram, producers who did 
not insure 1999 crops are 
required to purchase crop 
insurance in 2000 and 2001 
for all insurable crops of 
economic significance. 

Payments are limited to 
$80,000 per person. Farm- 
ers will be compensated if 
their losses exceed 35% of 
historic yields. The payment 
formulas below provide 
greater benefits to farmers 
who bought insurance on 
their eligible crops. 

Farmers with eligible 
losses of insured crops will 
be compensated at 65% of 
crop insurance market price 
elections. 

Farmers with eligible 
losses to uninsured crops 
will be compensated at 60% 
of the crop insurance mar- 
ket price elections.

Using All-Weather Geotex- 
tile Lanes and Pads 

Many livestock opera- 
tions have high-traffic areas 
that become muddy or rut- 
ted during wet weather. 
Mud can be a problem 
wherever there is heavy 
equipment traffic. Muddy 
conditions can limit equip- 
ment mobility, hinder access 
to feed or manure, and lim- 
it movement of those mate- 
rials. Muddy conditions also 
have been shown to affect 
animal health and perfor- 
mance. 

A new agricultural engi- 
neers digest, Using All- 
Weather Geotextile Lanes 
and Pads, AED-45, from 
the MidWest Plan Service 
($4 plus S&H/sales tax, 12 
pages, 1999), addresses one 
way to.combat mud and the 
adverse conditions it cre- 
ates. AED-45 describes how 
to develop all-weather sur- 
faces designed with geotex- 
tile fabric, which is a syn- 
thetically engineered spun 
or woven polypropylene 
material used below the 
surface of the soil to pro- 
vide additional stability to 
the soil and to distribute 
loads over a wide area. 

In addition to describing 
what geotextile lanes and 
pads are, the digest explains 
why using geotextile fabrics 
is a good idea and explains 
how they work. The publi- 
cation illustrates some typi- 
cal designs and common 
layouts for geotextile appli- 
cations. It also contains 
photographs depicting the 
proper way to install geo- 
textile fabrics. 

Along with the engineer- 
ing details of how to devel- 
op geotextile lanes and 
pads, Using All-Weather 
Geotextile Lanes and Pads 
presents a comprehensive 
example comparing five op- 
tions for the surface of a 
cow lane. The example 
shows that the annual cost 
of an investment includes 
direct costs for interest, 
principal, repairs, taxes, and 
insurance as well as the 
indirect impact the invest- 
ment has on other aspects 
of the operation 

Authors of the 12-page 
booklet are Kevin Janni, 
professor and extension ag- 
ricultural engineer from the 
University of Minnesota;
